or the Board , for anything which is in good faith 
done or intended to be done under this Act or the 
rules made thereunder . 


( 2 ) The accounts of the Board shall be audited by 
the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India at 
such intervals as may be specified by him and any 
expenditure incurred in connection with such audit 
shall be payable by the Board to the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General. 

( 3 ) The Comptroller and Auditor -General of India 
and any person appointed by him in connection with 
the audit of the accounts of the Board shall have the 
same rights and privileges and authority in connec 
tion with such audit as the Comptroller and Auditor 
-General generally has in connection with the audit 
of the Government accounts and , in particular , shall 
have the right to demand the production of books, 
accounts , connected vouchers and other documents 
and papers and to inspect any of the offices of the 
Board . 

(4 ) The accounts of the Board as certified by the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General of India or any 
other person appointed by him in this behalf toge 
ther with the audit report thereon shall be forwarded 
annually to the Central Government and that Go 
vernment shall cause the same to be laid before each 
House of Parliament .

19. Power to make rules. -- ( 1 ) The Central Go 
vernment may, by notification in the Official Ga 
zette , make rules to carry out the provisions of this 
Act . 

( 2 ) In particular and without prejudice to the 
generality of the foregoing power , such rules may

( f) the powers which may be exercised and the 
duties which may be performed by the Secretary 
of the Board under sub -section ( 4 ) of section 7 ;

CHAPTER IV 


Control by Central Government 


16. Directions by Central Government. -- The 
Board shall carry out such directions as may be 
issued to it from time to time by the Central Govern 
ment for the efficient administration of this Act . 


17. Returns and reports. - ( 1 ) The Board shall 
furnish to the Central Government at such time and 
in such form and manner as may be prescribed or as 
the Central Government may direct, such returns and 
statements and such particulars in regard to any
